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Editorial 


The electronic resources of the National Library saw a significant expansion with the acquisition of the 
literature, social sciences, languages and fine arts segment of Eighteenth Century Collection Online 
(ECCO) aggregated by Gale. This would supplement the benefits that Early English Books Online (EEBO) 
had brought users. Other major additions have been Oxford Scholarly Editions Online which cover the 
full texts of over 170 editions of materials first published between 1485 and 1660, and Scopus, a huge 
abstract and citation database of peer-reviewed literature. One of the more welcome developments in 
the library is the construction of an E-Resource Centre. Work on the Centre is expected to commence 
in January 2013. 


In addition to the electronic resources, attention has been paid to the physical restoration of books and 
papers. The Rare Books Section and the Reprography Division are now housed in Bhasha Bhavan in a 
vastly improved environment as has been reported earlier. The papers of Amlan Datta bequeathed to 
the library have been physically restored. 


The National Library continued to organize useful lectures, conferences, workshops and training 
programmes throughout the period. The most important perhaps was the second B S Kesavan Lecture 
on 2 September 2012. Professor Mushirul Hasan, Director General, the National Archives of India, spoke 
on 'Being in Jail: The Colonial Experience: 


In addition, on 22 November 2012 on the occasion of National Book Week visually impaired people were 
given a tour of the library. A workshop was organized in collaboration with the Society for the Visually 
Handicapped. 


The library worked with other organizations to observe important occasions such as the death centenary 
of the Odia poet Bhaktakabi Madhusudan Rao and the centenary of the Bengali novelist Bimal Mitra, 
presented in collaboration with Paschimbanga Utkal Samaj and Bimal Mitra Academy respectively. 


Among other important developments was the first fire safety audit of some of the major buildings on 
the premises conducted by a former Commandant of the CISF, and a gender sensitization workshop (the 
second held at the library in the last two years) for the staff including outsourced ones. 
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Major Projects 


Digitization 

During July to December 2012, the library digitized 11, 70, 000 pages. Significant among these are old 
Bengali books, Calcutta Gazettes, Government publications and some early English books printed in 
India. The third phase of digitization for two million pages has,successfully been completed and all 
scanned images have been processed and uploaded in the web-server. The entire collection of 20 lakh 
pages which were scanned from 1 February 2012 to 31 December 2012 has been made available to 
readers through LAN within the library campus. 


On 7 December 2012, the library sent a proposal to the Ministry of Culture for approval of extension of 
the existing phase of digitization for another 20 lakh pages. 


Stock verification 

Under the Stock Verification project the library checked a total of 17,40,599 records of various divisions 
in March 2012. A total of 1,60,233 missing records were received in June 2012. Since then the final 
verification of the untraceable books in all the divisions is being carried out by the outsourced workers 
of Datasoft Computers Pvt. Ltd by verifying Accession Registers and the books sent to stack after June 
2012. Till December 2012, a total of 1,60,233 records were checked for missing records in Government 
Publications, Imperial Library (Old), JSH, Odia, RR/Rs, English records and in Sanskrit, Science and 
Technology, Urdu , Tamil , Panjabi, Marathi, Gujarati, Malyalam, Assamese, Bengali, Kannada languages. 
Verification of records in Indian Official Documents division, Asutosh Collection, Telugu, Odia and Hindi 
languages for missing items is in progress. 


Microfilming of Newspapers 

The Microfilming project for 1.5 Lakhs pages was awarded to DPS Micrographic Pvt. Ltd. From January 
2012 to December 2012 the firm has completed 38271 pages. But due to some technical problems the 
firm could not able to perform the job between the period of May to December 2012. Reprography has 
taken this issue on top priority to resolve the technical issues with the firm under the rules so that the 
project can be completed. 


With the extreme valuable experience, expertise Dr. R. Ramachandran, PLIO has guided the Division to 
overcome these technical problems. 


RFID Project 


The process for the upcoming project" RFID & Security for Library Documents’ has been initiated during 
the period under review. Several meetings with outside experts were convened and finally the tender 
notice was published on 11.11.2012 in leading newspapers of Kolkata. The response was quite good and 
itenabled us to go ahead. The project is in progress. 


Collection Building 


New Electronic Resources for the Library 


The library has procured some significant electronic resources during the period under report. These 
include e-books, e-books archives, online journals and online reference collection. All e-books and e- 
books archives have been procured on perpetual access basis while references and online journals have 
been taken on subscription basis. Details are as follows:

Oxford Scholarly Editions Online (OSEO) 

Oxford Scholarly Editions Online is a major product from Oxford University Press. The launch content 
(as at September 2012) includes the complete text of more than 170 scholarly editions of material 
written between 1485 and 1660, including all of Shakespeare's plays and the poetry of John Donne. 
The library has purchased 171 titles of OSEO for its readers. 


University Press Scholarship Online 

Oxford University Press has acquired monographs contents from leading university presses and 
has about 11,000+ titles available in 25 subject areas from about 50 countries worldwide. National 
Library has purchased 812 titles on Classical Studies, History, Linguistics, Philosophy, Economics 
& Finance, Political Science, Society & Culture, Sociology, Religion and Archeology. 


Cambridge University Press 

The library procured 819 titles of 2012 of Cambridge Books Online (CBO) on Humanities, Social 
Sciences and the Sciences. The Cambridge University Press has acquired publications of some other 
reputable universities and those publications (906 titles) are available under University Publishing 
Online (UPO) which includes publications from Anthem Press, Foundation Books, Liverpool University 
Press, MAA, University of Adelaide Press, Edinburgh University Press and Boydell & Brewer. 


Gale Cengage Learning 

The library has acquired two modules (literature, fine arts, music, language and social sciences 
containing more than 80,000 books) of Eighteenth Century Collection Online (ECCO) aggregated 
by Gale. The database contains works published in the UK during the eighteenth century primarily 
in English, but also in other languages. 


Springer 
The library procured selected 945 titles in the Humanities and the Social Sciences of the copyright 
year 2011 and 2012 on perpetual access basis. 


Sage Publishers 

The library has procured about 2536 titles including 367 reference titles, Social Sciences (Business 
and Management, Counseling, Criminology, Education, Geography, Health and Social Care, Media 
and Communication, Politics and International Relations, Psychology and Sociology) of SAGE 
Knowledge, a digital library of sources much in demand among scholars and students in the relevant 
subjects. The platform allows researchers to cross-search and seamlessly access a wide breadth of 
must-have SAGE book and reference content from one source.

Pearson Education 


The library has procured 1175 titles on Professional Computing, Business, Trade and Photography 
on perpetual access basis. 


Elsevier 


261 titles on Chemistry, Engineering, Environmental Science, Mathematics, Physics and Astronomy 
(from 3 modules of Engineering Village), of the year 2011 and 2012 were acquired on a perpetual 
access basis. 


One of the significant additions to the e-resources is Scopus, which is the world's largest abstract and 
citation database of peer-reviewed literature with smart tools that track, analyse and visualize research. 
It is easy to use and comprehensive. Scopus is designed to quickly find the information, and the tools 
researchers need to sort, refine and quickly identify results. 


Mc Graw Hill Education 


The library has started subscription of Access Science, which is a huge database containing electronic 
versions of print content of the authoritative scientific reference book McGraw Hill Encyclopedia 
and also other science dictionaries. 


Taylor & Francis 


400+ journals of Science and Technology of Taylor & Francis Group have been subscribed to and 
are now available to users. 


All the above e-resources are activated in the static IP ranges of all terminals in the library. 


New Print Books in the Library 


The library has procured and purchased 854 pre-selected books by experts on Geography, English 
Literature, Indology, Religion, Ethics and Science. The list also includes recommendations by scholars 
and readers who use the library but are not on the panel of experts. The collection development 
on Indology is continuously being updated in accordance with the mandate of the National Library 
of India, Lists of books on Women and Gender Studies, English Literature, South and South-East 
Asian Studies, Political Science, Film Studies, Sociology, Child Psychology and prize winning books 
have been compiled and Procurement Orders have already been issued. On 30 November 2012, 
the third meeting of the Advisory Committee for Book Selection and Ordering was held in the 
library under the Chairmanship of the Director General, where Professor Supriya Chaudhuri, Professor 
Udaya Narayana Singh, Professor Kalyan Kumar Datta were present, in addition to officers of the 
library. Subjects for the next procurement of books were decided. The library also decided to procure 
e-books in the current financial year. The e-books that will be purchased on perpetual basis have 
been decided upon in the meeting.

Butter Tree or Mohwa 

Botanically the tree is recognized as Madhuka India or Madhuka latifolia, belonging to the family Sapotaceae. 
The tree is widely known as Mahua, Mahwa or Mahuva. This species is indigenous and well known in 
Bengal though there are some species not suited to the wetter parts of this state. It is a large deciduous 
tree with rounded crown and firm, leathery leaves produced in clusters at the end of branches. The 
species is used in most large gardens for its beautiful crown and as a shade tree. Small, whitish flowers 
of a musty odour appear in March-April along with new leaves. The flowers are liked by animals and are 
a source of country spirit. The tree has a large number of medicinal uses. 


The library has one specimen tree at the main entrance. 


Red Sandalwood or Red Wood 


The tree is known by its generic name Adenanthera pavonina under the family Mimosaceae. A native of 
China and Malaysia, where it grows to a great size, it is also scattered over Burma, the eastern sub- 
Himalayan tracts, the Andamans, the Western Ghats and south India. The tree is also known by different 
name in different parts of the country such as the Bead, Peacock, Ranjana, Raktachandana etc. The 
medium to large quick-growing well-shaped tree sheds its leaves only at the end of cold season and 
spring new ones in February-March. Yellowish scented flowers on spikes appear mostly in March-April. 
Some also appear in September. 


The library has a number of these trees of medium height, about 8-10 m. 








Baobab or Monkey Bread 

Baobab is one of the largest trees of the world. 
It is a native of Africa and was brought to India 
by Arab traders. It is said to have a life-span of I 
a thousand years. The tree is known by its 
botanical name Adansonia digitata and various 
common names such as Monkey Bread, African 
Calabash, and Sour Gourd. The species belongs 
to the family Bombacaceae with three species 
under the genus. This curious deciduous species 
has a smooth greyish bark and a short trunk 
which is very broad at the base and tapers rapidly 
upwards giving the tree the shape of bottle. In 
its mother climate it attains a height of 20 m. 
Leaves are shed in winter, and the tree remains bare for several months. New leaves appear in May 
followed by flowers in June and July. Creamy white flowers, large in size with unpleasant in smell, open 
like spreading hibiscus but soon wither. Fruits are green or brownish, cylindrical or oblong, and hang 
at the end of a long stalk. 





The library has two young trees. 


Cannonball 

The tree is botanically known as Couropita guianensis. Couropita is a South American name and the 
species is a native of tropical America. Though there are nine species under the genus but only this 
species is widely grown in India. The tree can be grown in warm humid climate and is locally known as 
Nagalingam or Sivalingam or Nagchampa. A tall tree, leaves are shed several times a year and shedding 
is completes within 7-10 days, after which light green tufts of leaves are seen at the end of branches. 
Sweet scented peculiar flowers on short leafless twigs spring from the lower part of its trunk and are 
produced throughout the warm season. Flowers are of pleasing colours—white, yellow and pink outside 
and deep pink or crimson within. The fruits are large, hard, brown, round like a ball which hang from the 
trunk and give reason to call it Cannonball tree. 


The library has two very old specimens.
